1. Regulation 1.1 of Chapter 11(A) (iv) ‘Academic Council’ 
at page 52 of Calendar Volume I, 1973 shall read as under : — 

1.1. There shall be an Academic Council which shall con- 
sist of the following : —

tion 2) in the affiliated college!!, elected from amongst them- 
selves. 

(h) Ten Principals of affiliated colleges (as undertake 
clause! defined In Regulation 2) elected from amongst them- 
selves.

2. The following has been added as New Chapter IV (A) (ill) 
relating to Dean of Foreign Students and the Regulations 
thereof. The present Chapter IV(A)(liI) at page 124 of 
Calendar Volume I, 1973 relating to Dean of Alumini Rela- 
tions shall be as Chapter IV(A)(iv) : — 

CHAPTER IV (A) (iii) 

DEAN OF FOREIGN STUDENTS 

1, Ihe Senate, on the recommendation of the Syndicate, 
may, from time to time, appoint one of the University Pro- 
fessors to hold the office of the Dean of Foreign Students, 
(Tie term of appointment shall be for one year, renewable 
from year to year, but the maximum period for which a per- 
son may hold (his office shall not exceed three (consecutive) 
yean The amount and the nature of the allowance to be 
granted to tho Dean of Foreign Studenta for performing the 
duties attached to the office shall be determined by the Syndi- 
cate at the time of appointment. 

2. Duties and functions of the Dean of Foreign Students 

shall he — 

(i) to lay down guidelines for admission of Foreign 
Students to all the institutions affiliated to the 
Punjab University; 

(it) to co-ordinate and review admission of Foreign 
Students in institutions affiliated to the Panjab Uni- 
versity in Chandigarh and maintain record /particu- 
lars of each student; 

(tit) to advise and assist Foreign Students in finding 
suitable hostel or residential, including paying guest, 
accommodation at Chandigarh; 


(iv) to maintain liaison with Dean of University Instruc- 
tion, Doan of Student Welfare as well as Principals 
of affiliated colleges in Chandigarh in regard to the 
Welfare of Foreign Students; 

(v) to maintain close liaison with the Indian Council of 
Cultural Relations (I.C.C.R.) in regard to their 
programmes for the Foreign Students. 

(vi) to perform such of the duties as may be prescribed 
by the Syndicate from time to time. 

3. Regulation 1 of Chapter VII (E) ‘Youth Welfare’ at page 
160 of Calendar, Volume I, 1973, shall read as under : — • 

1. For financing the various Youth Welfare scheme* and 
activities, an annual fee of Rs. If- shall be charged from each 
student on the rolls of an affiliated college or a University 
College or a University Teaching Department and the amount 
so realised shall be deposited with the University not later 
than the end of October of the year. 

4 . Regulation 8 of Chapter VHI(E) ‘Service and Conduct 
of Teachers in Non-Government Affiliated College®’- at pages 
176-177 of Calendar Volume I, 1973 has been modified to 
read as under ; — 

8.1. The Governing Body of a non-government college shall 
include on its management, in addition to the Principal who 
shall be an ex-officio member, two representatives of teacher* 
In case of Governing Bodies consisting of 15 members and 
three representatives of teachers in case of Governing Bodies 
consisting of more than 15 members, elected by all confirmed 
teachers provided that : 

(1) two /three teachers so elected shall be of not less 
than five years’ standing; 

(2) if two /three teachers of five years’ standing are not 
available on the staff of the college, two/three teachers who 
happen to be senior most on the staff shall be Invited by the 
Governing Body to serve on It; and 

(3) the terms of office of such representatives shall be the 
same as for the remaining members of the Governing Body 
provided that in no case it shall exceed three years. 

Provided further that a casual vacancy shall be filled by the 
election within three months of the vacancy occurring and the 
members so elected shall continue for the rest of the term of 
the outgoing member. 

8.2. The election of the teacher’s representative (s) shall be 
by simple majority vote. The date and time of election shall 
be fixed by the Principal and the voting shall be by secret 
ballot. 

5. Regulations 2.1, 3.1, 3.7, 3.9. 7.2, 10.1, 10.2, 10.3, 12.2. 
15 and 16.6 for the B.A. /B.-Sc. Examination at pages 55-68 
of Calendar Volume II, 1973, shall read as under'. — 
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2.1. A person who has passed one of the following exami- 
nations shall be eligible to join the first year (Part 1 ) class ol 
the B.A /B.Oe course : — 

(a) Pre-University examination oi the Punjab University; 

(b) Higher Secondary examination of the Panjab Univer- 
sity in any Group with Higher English as one of the subjects. 
Provided that a student who passed the Higher Secondary 
examination of the Panjab University in 1961 o r 1962 without 
Higher English may be permitted to join ptovisionally, subject 
to his- passing in English at the supplementary Higher Secon- 
dary/ Pre-University Examination, and if he fulls to appear 
or qualify m this examination may be allowed to appear in 
English at the next Higher Secondary / Pre-University annual 
examination. Provided further that the result of such a can- 
didate for the B.A./B.Sc. Part 1 examination if he fails to 
qualify in English of the Higher Secondary /Pro- University 
course, at either of the supplementary or annual examination 
shall stand cancelled.
